"Nobody ever came up here to tell 
us that private citizens wanted 
their land back." But it's just as 
far from here to Little Rock as it 
is from Litlle Rock to Hope—and 
it's unheard of for a stale lo pro- 
Pl-Jfp to come into a counly and 
scivic land for a public park with- 
out first being invited. 


The state is the goat in what 
appears to be a slick play origi- 
nated by the Federal Land Bank— 
but that's no reason why the slate 
shouldn't back up and drop ils 
claim. The state has no equity in 
this matter, and its interference 
has paralyzed $ sale that was 
already under way between Ihe 
federal government and local citi- 
zens—a sale that was guaranteed 
bi, solemn promises made at Ihe 
tifffc the federal government seized 
this land in 1941.

-Lower Prices Seem to Please 
Only America's Eating Public 
Speaking of the slump in 
the 


commodity market, we should like 
to put in a few 'non-technical, un- 
cicntific words on behalf of the 
general, or eating, public. 


This public is made up of several 


dozen million people who do not 
r.'Jif'.e grain or meat critters for a 
living, or operate flour mills, or 
speculate in the grain market. They 
have watched their grocery bills 
go up in direct proportion lo Ihe 
rise in grain prices, month after 
month. They have been spending a 
truly alarming proportion of their 
earnings to put food on the table. 


During this trying lime, the e- 
lecled custodians of their govern- 
ment in Washington showed a cer- 
tain amount of sympathy. But thai 
sympathy took the form of each 
political party - blaming the other 
fcS" letting food prices get where 
they were. Since they couldn't a- 
gree on (he blame, they cj-.iite nat- 
urally couldn't agree on a remedy. 


Congress didn't really get excit- 


ed over the rise in grain prices 
until Harold Stassen charged thai 
official "leaks" of information were 
helping government insiders make 
a killing on a rising market. The 
investigators moved in and inves- 
. ligaled. The market kept on ris- 
ing. 


Then it happened. 
Commodily 
i:0'ces turned and started down- 
.ward, after setting an all-time al- 
litude record. Food prices which 
had risen 348 points since the war 
started, dropped off 37 points in 
one week. The eating public heav- 
ed a hopeful sigh, and waited. 


But there was liltle joy or relief 


in Washington. Rather, 
some 
of 


the custodians of government star- 
led running a righteous fever. Rep. 
August Andrcsen angrily charged 
that 
Agriculture 
Department 
"leaks" had depressed the market 
arid permitted insiders to 
escape 


\\f*hout 
injury. Secretary of Agri- 


culture Anderson replied jast as an- 
grily that if Mr. Andresen and Sen- 
ator Taft would only hush up, the 
deplorable condition thai was mak- 
ing focd less expensive might right 
itself. 


Apparently the concern that the- 
se gentlemen felt didn't come from 
any fear that the wig recession 
was at hand. There was a govern- 
ment support price to keep 
the 


bottom from dropping out of the 
grain market. Tho stock market 
Ij^ln't been affecled seriously by

cents a bushel lower. Corn was un- 
changed to a cent lower. Oats sold 
in a range of 1-2 a cent lower to 
1-4 of a cent higher. 


Soybeans fell as much as 2 cents. 
Lard was down a little. Cotlon was 
mixed 
but 
old 
crop 
deliveries 


moved up as much as 70 cents a 
bale on an overnight accumulation 
of mill 'buying orders. 


Stocks continued 
their 
slightly 
uneven tendencies. 


In the livestock market at Chi- 


cago, hogs were up 25 cents a hun- 
dred 
pounds 
over 
yesterday's 
prices. Cattle dropped a little and 
sheep prices held steady. 


The French Ministry 
of 
Agri- 


culture estimated a bumper wheat 
crop. Acreage in France as of Feb. 
I was placed officially at 10,168,- 
000 acres compared with an ear- 
lier estimate of 10,028,000. 
Some 
sources estimate the figure 
this 


year as high as 11.000,000. acres. 


Developments along the econom- 


ic front suggested the possibility 
that some prices .may be levelling 
o.Ci' temporarily at a point far below 
January peaks. 


Commodity markets

be resisting any tendencies toward 
further sharp declines. A mood of 
caution seemingly was 
developed 


following the violent plunges that 
carried them 
downward in 
the 
'early clays of the break, which be- 
gan Feb. 4. 


Customer 
resistance 
despite 


lower food prices is curbing busi- 
ness in many retail stores. 


The average upturn in the com- 


modity markets has 
been 
slight. 


Most 
of

commodities have 


cssed around nervously. Bjt the 
price shifts have been narrow. 


Economists c o n t i n u e d their 


warnings against 
over-optimism, 
however. 


Clifford S. Young, president 
of 


the Federal Reserve Bank of Chi- 
cago, said last night "we cannot 
assume" 
the 
recent 
commodity 
price break has turned the tide of 
inflation. 


There still is strong danger of 
"severe setbacks for business and 
employment," he added in a Chi- 
cago speech. 


Henry Ford II called the price 
break "just a normal 
straighten- 


ing -out of our high prices." 


He told a news 
conference 
in 
Paris, France, thai he did nol 
thin* it means a depression. 
"People need so many things," 
he explained. 


Highly significant in the 
price 


picture was an increase of about 
$5 a ton for steel billets, blooms 
and 
slabs — semi-finished 
,steel 
products. 


In addition, some 
small 
steel 
makers announced high prices for 
steel strips, which are the raw ma- 
terial for hundreds 
of 
consumer 
items. 


Agriculture Department officials 


at 
Washington 
expressed 
confi- 


dence farmers will try to match 
wartime 
production despite 
the 
price drops 


Grain experts of the department 


said present wheat prices are high 
enough to cover production costs 
and a profit. They added a bumper 
corn crop is needed 
to provide 


enough feed to encourage farmers 
to produce more wheat animals. 


Another government department 


at Washington—Ihe bureau of labor 
slatislics — reported 
the 
recent 
market slump brought "one of the 
sharpest breaks" in its wholesale 
price index since it was started in 
1032. 


For the wee!-, ended Feb. 14 the 


index stood at 150.7, approximate- 
ly at the level of late' November 
but still1 11.0 per cent above mid- 
February, 1947.

The graph above shows the movement of Whol esale Food Prices in the' period from 1916 to the 


present. The top after World War I was $5.30 on J uly 13, 1919. From there it fell to $2.66 on May 26 
1921, a drop of 60%. From a high in 1923 to a low in 1932 the decline amounted to 58%. The current 
decline from Jan. 13 when the index set its record at $7.28 has amounte.d so far to 70%. The index 
represents a sum total of the price per pound of the following 31 food commodities: flours, wheat 
corn, rye, oats, barley, beef, ham, bellies, lard, butter, cheese, su'jar coffee, cotton seed oil, tea 
cocoa, beans, peas, peanuts, eggs, potatoss rice, molasses, raisins, cun-antsj prune's, steers, hogs, milk, 
and lambs.

en-party coalition which has gov- 
erned by compromise and barter. 
Earlier these leaders 
had 
re- 


fused to sit in with the Commu- 
nists in a cabinel meeting called 
oy Gottwald in an atmosphere of 
pre-election tension. 


The parties resigned in letters to 


President Eduard Benes. The pres- 
ident immediately call the parties' 
leaders to a anceting.

Washington was "piped in" to the 
Arkansas dinner. Lile urged 
the 


audience to stay for the president's 
talk. 


"He is the titular head of our 


party and the 
president 
of 
the 
United States, and the office de- 
mands your respect even if you 
may disagree with some of his re- 
marks," "Lile said. 


There had been vague 
threats 


Lhere would be a "walkout" after 
Clark concluded his speech.

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To Produce 
Youngster's 
Confession

Chicago, Feb. 20—(UP) —Pro- 


secuting Attorneys said today they 
would produce 13-year-old Howard 
Lang's written confession thai he 
killed a seven-year-old playmate 
last Oct. 18. 


Alexander 
Napoli, 
assistant 
slate's attorney, began preparing 
the way for admission of the con- 
fession as evidence in 
the 
case 


against Lang, the youngest mur- 
der trial defendant in Illinois his- 
tory. 


Napoli called his superior, act- 


ing Slate's Attorney Richard B, 
Austin, to the stand yesterday lo 
describe the circumstances under 
which Lang, then 12, admitted that 
he stabbed Lonnie 
Fellick 
and 


smashed his head and chest with 
a concrete slab. 


Lang's attorney, Samuel Andal- 


man has indicated that he will op- 
pose admission of the confession. 


He; said that Lang was threat-

United Nations little assembly was 
warned today "Korea 
may blow 


up" if the 
U. N. fails 
to unite 


lhe north and south. 


The 
warning 
was 
made 
by 


K. P. S. Menbn of India, chair- 
man of the U. N. Korean .mission. 
Monon flew here from Seoul 
to 


ask the little assmebly for instruc- 
tions after Russia refused to ad- 
mit the commission to soviet-oc- 
cupied northern Korea. 


Monon quoted Korean leaders as 


saying "the United Nations is our 
last hope." 


"If this last hope, too, is shat- 
tered," Menon said, "Korea may 
blow up; and it may be the be- 
ginning of a vaster cataclysm in 
Asia and the world." 


Mcnon told the little 
assembly 


the commission had -found it im- 
possible to carry out the U. N. 
assembly's instructions to hold na- 
tional elections. This resulted from 
Ru:>sia's attitude of non-coopera- 
tion, he said. 


Russia and the five 
other Slav 


countries were 
not 
present 
as 


the little assembly heard the re- 
port of the commission's failure. 
They are boycotting this new U. N. 
agency. 


Menon said some members of 


the 
commission 
were 
doubtful 


whether the U. N. should attempt 
to hold separate elections in the 
U. S. zone of 
southern 
Korea, 
"here was a strong belief, he said, 
,hal this might 
lead 
to a more 


difficult situation in view of the 
powerful military forces in north- 
ern Korea. 


He said isome informants 
esti- 
mated the northern Korean mili- 
tary strength as high as 800,000 
men. The U. S. Commander 
of 


Southern Korea. LI. Gen. John R. 
Hodge, estimated 
the 
northern 


Korean forces at 200,000 he said. 


This situation, Menon went on, 


would make it impossible for the 
U. S. to withdraw its troops from 
Korea for some time.

1. A judiciary subcommittee pre- 
pared (12 m., C. S. T.) to ques- 
tion the FBf man who handled the 
case. He now is a federal judge- 
ship nominee. 


2. Senator Kern predicted that a 


new investigating committee 
will 


take a look at how the Justice De- 
partment dealt wilh alleged vot- 
ing irregularities in Kansas 
City 


precincts. Kem claims the depart- 
ment "whitewashed" the case. 
Forty two persons were indicted 
by two special federal grand juries 
on charges of voting irregularities. 
Thus far there have 
been 
three 


convictions, one plea of guilty, one 
nolo contendere (no contest), four 
acquittal and 11 dismissals. 


A Jackson county grand jury in- 


dicted 
72 persons, 
but 
charges 


against 66 of them were dismissed 
last January 28.

They' are 
Arabic, Turkish, Iranian, Finnish, 
Swedish, Norwegian. Danish 
and 
Dutch. 


The

Department 
has 


asked for $36,000,000 to expand its 
overseas "information and educa- 
tion activities" during 
the 
year 
beginning Jjly 1. 


Last year Congress allowed only 


$12,400,00, but sentiment on capi- 
toi hill has changed since then. 
Members of a House appropria- 
tions subcommittee have said they 
have agreed tentatively to allow 
$30,000,000. 


In 
addition to

radio broadcasts, the new program 
also calls for a greater number 
of books and documentary movies 
to be sent abroad.
